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That Incorporation Question. 


“The question of it incorporation has 
for some time been the excitement 
among us, and although practically 
decided, many still feel dissatisfied. 
We have held to the opinion that an 
organization would further our town 
interests, although not exactly agree- 
ing with the proposed plan, and we 
believed that a majority of taxpayers 
favored a town government. This may 
be the case still for aught we know, 
but the election of Thursday last has 


demonstrated that a bill will not pass |- 


during this session. We have from 
the first favored a settlement of this 
matter at home, and since the election 
has shown the opposition to be more 
powerful than was supposed, we hope 
that petitions and remonstrances may 
cease, and unnecessary trouble and 
disagreement be avoided. 

A public proposition to incorporate 
has failed to call out enough of its 
supporters, and the result of sending 
the measure to the Legislature will be 
asignal defeat. This can be clearly 
geen by any one whe will look at it 
dispassionately, and we cannot afford 
during the present session to be divided 
against ourselves. We say this, not 
because we are personally against the 
movement, but because the bill can 
not pass under Thursday’s election, 
‘and ought not te pass without a more 
general expression of opinion. 

We do not consider it wise in any 
event for one portion of a community 
to array itself against another, and we 
should not think of espousing either 
side of this question, because the 
common interest is our study. But 
we believe that Thursday’s election 
clearly showed that this bill cannot 
become a law immediately, and we 
believe it should be abandoned. Let 
us be united upon this as upon all 
other questions and our strength will 
give us prosperity. 

We have a plan to suggest which 
might satisfy all parties and which 
would place the final decision in the 
hands of taxpayers. If the taxpayers 
think that incorporation may become 
a necessity before long, let them draft 
a bill which will suit our needs and 
petition the Legislature to pass it. 
The act to take effect when at an elec- 
tion held for the purpose, a majority 
of the taxable property within the 
town limits shall adopt the bill. This 
seems to us the only practical way of 
moving in the matter at present, and 
if this method is judged a peor one, 
we must wait until 78. Above all let 
us not go to Carson to haggle over this 
matter when much greater interests 
demand our undivided attention.
